Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-21,43-59,64-96 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A) The term "without repeating" renders claims 1-21,43-59, 64-96 indefinite. It is 
unclear as to what step or steps are being referred to . Clarification is requested. 

SUMMARY 

2. Claims 1-21,43-59,64-96 are free of the prior art but rejected under 1 12 second 
paragraph. There is no prior art that teach detection wherein a decrease over time in singal is 
proportional to calcium in cytosol and indicates mitochondrial calcium uniporter activity 
whereas an increase is proportional to calcium indicates mitochondrail uncoupler or respiratory 
activity.
